The funding of the annual budget has been calculated taking into account projected biilings and 
collections and a provision for revenue that wifi not be collecfed, interest expected to be received from 
investments and reaiisficaliy anticipated revenues to be received form national and provinciai 
government. The operating budget has been balanced however council will have to look at ways of 
reducing the operating expenditure to remain sustainable as this is concerning. 


The operating budget reflects an expenditure of R246 391 000. The major contributors to the increase in 
expenditure are due to the purchase of plant, employee reiated costs, provision for free basic services, 
bulk purchases, programmes that are budgeted for under fhe operating buclget e.g. SPU Prograrnmes, 
LED Programmes etc.

TARIFFS 



The BSC agreed to recommend a 7% tariff increase for property rates and aii service charges excluding 
electricity. Eiecfricify has been increased in iine with the Nationa! Energy Regulator of South Africa 
(NERSA) guideline see aftached tariffs structure for detailed increases. Nersa has approved an annuai 
average price increase of 12.69% for 2015/16, which is made up of the 8% annual price increase 
approved and an addifional 4.69% as allowed through fhe 'Tevenue clearing account (RCA) mechanism 
which forms part of the Nersa reguiatory rnethodology. 



Rates have been increased by 7%. The Department of Cooperative Governance and Traditional Affairs 
has issued regulations prescribing a rafio of 1:0.25 wifh respect to public benefit organisations relative 
to residentiai propeiiies with effect from 1 Juiy 2010. In ihe previous financial year public benefit 
organisations were granted a 100% rebate on rates on application. it is proposed that with efiect from 1 
Juiy 2015 pubiic benefit organisations are charged rates in accordarice with the above-mention ratio. 



The amountjDf R47 520 500 has been committed frorn accumulated surplus to fund the capital 
expenditure. This includes the vehicies, plant and equipment
